GOVERNOR STEPHENS TELLS TROOPS 
OF MOBILIZATION ON AUGUST FIFTH 


For the purpose of inspecting Los 
Angeles harbor and the naval base at 
that poiut, Governor William D. Ste­ 
phens spent tho entire day of Monday 
of this week at Long Beach and nearby

fornia infantry, in tho aftornoon. This 
company has been on guard at tho ship­ 
building plant sinuo tho outbreak of 
tho war, but will leavo shortly for the 
mobiligution at Linda Vistn, near San 
Diego, and will then go to Europe. One 


member of tho company is a Covina 
man, Corporal Jack Clarke, son of Mrs. 
Bosa Clarke of Badillo street. Tho gov­ 
ernor also talked to tho company of 
coast* artillery at Long Beach, urging 
thorn to work for a full recruiting to 
wnr strength. This company has boon 
subject to a strange lack of interest. 
The Long Beach citizens have boon, able 
to recruit but Afty men, when there 
should be 150 men. 


Governor Stephens told tho onlisted 
mon plainly that he believed the Unit­ 
ed States to bo in for a long and most 
serious war. 
That anyone enlisting in 
these companies at this time will Bee 
active service, the governor had no 
doubt. Ho told them that he had orders 
from Washington which .assured the 
calling into mobilization of all national 
guard contingents on August 5.

that time all these men will "become 
federal troops.

Covina 
Methodist 
Episcopal 
church, fire insurance 
companies 
are 
this Week working toward an equituble 
adjustment of losses resulting from the 
complete gutting by fire last Thursday 
night of the church, building on College 
street, a fire of mysterious "origin, and 
one which threatenedthe burning of the 
entire heart of the city's business dis 
• trict. 


Insurance adjustors are also, working 
on losses' from an equally mysterious 
fire which on the same night, earlier in 
the evening) burned to the ground a 
•building used as a stable -by CharleB 
Smith, a local teaming, contractor, .s Tne 
fires happened, within W o hours of .each 
Other, and in both cases caused anxiety 
for the rest of the town. 


* The fire alarm, sounded ;just after 10 
o'clock 
on Thursday 
night, 
bringing 
the big automobile pumping engine to 
the fire in the Smith stable, where the 
-flood-of water at the command of the 
firemen 
quickly 
drowned;.the .flames, 
although, not until the old wpodeif build- 
ing had burned. hTe fire was the -first 
try-out "for the fifemen" since the" instal 
lation of the new water system in the 
,city. It demonstrated-at once the fact' 
that the city no.w has more water at 
; high, pressure for 
fire-fighting 
purposes 
than any other town in the San Gabriel 
'Valley, -and when augmented by 
the 
modern engine owned by the city, it. is 
as efficient as any one unit in Los An­ 
geles or any other city. Two streams 
were directed on the firo with a velo* 
city and volume that not only drenched 
the building, but tOTe down -the flaming 
walls. The fire was practically out in 
ten minutes after the water was direct 
ed updn it. Eight horsefe, in the buildiug 
at the time the fire was discoveredj were 
.successfully removed. 
C. J. Petersen, a 
painting .contractor 
whose home and 
store is next to the stable, was respon 
sible for the removal of the animals be 
• fore the owner arrived. Petersen suf 
fered heavy .damage in his store and 
around -.his - premises, with no insur- 
' ance. 
A studio, occupied by Mrs. Bow­ 
s e r , was threatened and the' contents-re- 
. moved, but nothing was injured. It was 
the splendid work of the firemen that 
saved the whole block from burning, as 
the locality is a nest of shacks, and the 
wooden roofs were tinder-dry. Modern 
dwellings on Center street were also 
menaced from the rear, but no damage 
was done. 


SECOND CONFLAGRATION. 


Shortly after 12 o'clock a more ser 
ious fire broke out in the Methodist 
church, one block north of the first fire, 
resulting in the complete destruction of 
the main building and auditorium, but 
leaving a new addition in the rear prac­ 
tically undamaged. 
It was this rear 
portion that had been gutted by fire 
several months before. 


The church fire was discovered by 
Mrs. 
Clapper, a woman living across 
the street. 
With the sounding of the 
alarm everyone believed it to be a fresh 
outbreak of the fire in the Smith barn. 
Early arrivals at the church, however, 
saw that a brisk fire was* in progress in 
the front tower of the building. A nar- 
Tpw stairway leads from the east main 
entrance to the pastor's study, a small 
room just underneath the bell. There is 
a smaller room adjoining, an unfinished 
store-room that leads into the enclosure 
above the main auditorium. 
Randall 
Chow and C. F. Clapp, among the first 
to arrive on 
rthe scone, say that the 
nre originated in this small store-room, 
or in the vicinity of I t on the stairway. 
I t was entirely confined to the interior 
of the building. - 


Before the hpse could be laid and 
"water directed, the 
firo 
had 
broken 
through into the attic enclosure above 
the auditorium, and was breaking out 
around the cornices of the bell-tower; 
A stream of water was directed upon it 
"by chopping a hole in the roof from the 
outside. 
The fire kept working back 
through the upper enclosure until it was 
necessary to fight it from the interior. 
The firemen had been in the building 
scarcely a minute when the ceiling of 
the auditorium fell, making the .place 
too dangerous for further work. In a 
very few minutes the structure was en­ 
tirely in flames, and it only remained 
for the firemen to localize it to the 
main auditorium. The rear portion was 
shut off from the auditorium by sliding 
doors, and the firemen were able to fight 
the fire back successfully. The walls of 
the main building were pushed in, so 
that the parsonage, very close to the 
ehurch on the west side, was not en* 
dangered, nor the Reliable garage on 
the east side. All automobiles and stoek 
was removed from the garage, but at 
no time was the building in 
serious 
danger. 


WHOLE TOWN MENACED. 
Greater danger came from the thou­ 
sands of bits of shingles that 
floated 


all over town, travelling afire as far as 
a.half mile away. These shingles wero 
carried up by the intense heat and float­ 
ed in a southeasterly direction over tho 
buildings occupied by. Hurley's hard­ 
ware 
store, 
Warner-Whitsel 
& Com­ 
pany,: the San Gabriel Valley Milling 
Company, -and - other 
large 
business 
houses. 
The redwood 
floating 
torches 
alighted in thousands of places, in dry 
grass and on roofs, but by a miracle, no 
further fires were set. That these shin­ 
gles did not cause .other, fires la one of 
the mysteries of chance that cannot be 
solved. "' 
- 


During the church fire City Marshal 
Crorier and Nightwatchman Cantonwinc 
arrested a man who later gave his name 
as Lawrence L. Soare of Los Angeles. 
He carried a military draft registration 
oard which identified him, stating his 
age as thirty years. 
Ho was arrested 
and charged with vagrancy. 
Two other 
arrests were made, resulting in release 
shortly afterwards. 


. -The 
authorities 
strongly 
suspected 
that the two fires were incendiary, but 
up to the present time, no evidence has 
been gained „that would implicate any 
person. 
The man held by the police 
had been staying in Covina for several 
days, asking for work,•• and on several 
occasions, according to local business 
men, refusing work when it was 
of­ 
fered. He had been begging and receiv­ 
ing food from restaurants. He was pres­ 
ent at both! fires early in their incep­ 
tion. 
Soare was held several days and 
questioned, and later-removed to the 
county jail at Los Angeles, where he 
was still further questioned. . He is said 
to be an escape from the county farm, 
and that he* has been examined by the 
authorities for insanity. 


CHURCH FULLY INSURED. 


The amount of insurance carried by 
the Methodist church body, aside* from 
the insurance on the portion of tho 
building saved, is in round 
numbers 
$13,500, according to board 
officials. 
This amount they feel practically- cov­ 
ers thel loss, of the ^amount of money, 
expended in building the structure) but 
of course does not take into considera­ 
tion the replacing of the building at 
the present cost of material. 


Church services were held the fol­ 
lowing Sunday in the Covina union high 
school auditorium, Rev. S. J. McConnell 
preaching as usual. He made but a very 
brief mention to the fire-loss. The Rev. 
McConnell was attending the. Sunday- 
school convention at Huntington Beach 
on the night of the fire. Until the in­ 
surance adjustment is made, the church 
officials cannot make a statement as to 
whether or not the church will be re­ 
placed this year. 


ENLISTED TROOPS RESPOND. 
During the heighth of the church firo 
the city officials requested that the Co­ 
vina platoon of coast artillery be called 
out for the purpose of patrolling tho 
business streets and alloys, About t won 
ty of these men responded, and wero 
placed on guard at the packing houses 
along the railroad, and through the al­ 
leys of the business district. They ro- 
mnined on guard all night, and perform­ 
ed efficient service. 


No action has yet been taken by tho 
church 
officials 
in 
commending 
tho 
splendid work dono by Chief 
Frank 
Kendall and his men,-but it is fully 
understood that the church officials very 
highly praise the efficiency of the fire 
department, and will mako public recog­ 
nition to that effect. 


' If plans matured are carried out, the 
extension of the Pacific Electric from 
Glendora will be only a question of a 
short time. San Dimas is on the Los 
Angoles, Pomona, Ontario and San Ber­ 
nardino electric line. It is intended to 
fill the gap between Glendora and San 
Dimas. Glendora will then be situated 
on the through trolley line from Los, 
Angeles to San Bernardino, the Eastern 
terminus of the road, as it was original­ 
ly intended to be. 
The officials wero 
thwarted in their purpose of 
making 
connection with San Dimas, along the 
foothills, by claims for damages 
for 
right of way that were regarded as in- 
hibitive. 


The engineers sent afield have sur­ 
veyed two routes lower down in the 
valley, both, of which tap tho main line 
at the Lone Hill station, just south of 
San "Dimas. No heavy grades were on- 
countered on either route gone over but 
what can bo easily overcome, so it is 
but a question on the part of the offi­ 
cials of choosing tho most direct and 
feasible route.

FIRE DESTROYS 
OLD HEATH HOME 


Large Wooden Dwelling House on Ir- 
wlndale Avenue in Citrus District Is 
Complete Loss—Fire Probably Origin­ 
ated From Combustion of Oil-Bags— 
No Fire'Apparatus Available. 


Neighbors in the vicinity of the old 
Clinton Heath homestead on Irwindalo 
avenue, 
southwest 
of 
Covina, 
were 
aroused about 12:30 Saturday night by 
roaring flames that were consuming the 
big 
wooden 
two-story 
buildiug. 
Al­ 
though many ranchers gathered, in a 
short time the building was* completely 
burned to the ground. 


The building has been empty 
for 
some time, and has been owned, togeth­ 
er with the ten-acre winch, by a group 
of ranchers in that district who bought 
the property to settle a deadlock con­ 
cerning a wall that was turning flood- 
water of the San Dimas wash into tho 
road and ton to other property* 
I t 
been owned in trust by W. S. Sawyer 
and"others since the floods of 1912,' 
, For several days previous to the fire 
the building was being cleaned up in 
the interior by people who wero prepar­ 
ing to move into it. It is thought that 
oil-rags or some other combustible ma­ 
terial may have been loft, whero spon­ 
taneous combustion resulted. Otherwise 
tho fire is a mystory. 


The Covina fire department was no­ 
tified but did not respond, as tho depart­ 
ment has no authority to run to fires 
outside tho city limits. Coupled 
with 
this fact is also the fact that no water 
for the apparatus was available in that 
locality, and the fire burned so rapidly 
tho run to tho firo could not have boon 
made | a time to be of any practical ser­ 
vice. 
The property was covered by in­ 
surance.

-Betterment of Covina valley mull ser 
vice, to keep pace with the constant bet 
torments that *aire,.being brought about 
in other mail districts in Southern Cal 
ifornla, are* being asked for by local 
ranchers, and business men, and while 
the work is being pushed quietly, there 
is 
every 
indioation 
.that- 
important 
changes nro soon to be made. Federal 
inspectors, at tho behest of Washington 
department officials, are ongagefl at the 
present 
time in investigating a con 
templatod 
re-routing of all 
incoming 
and outgoing mail from tho valley. 


The chief objection 
to the 
prosont 
method is the fact that all eastern mail 
out of the Covina valley is first dis 
patchod west to Los Angoles. 
A piece 
of mall leaving Covina for any point 
in the oast, instead of going directly 
from Covina to Pomona, whero it oan 
be placed on the Salt Lake, the Santa 
Fo or the Southern Pacific, now goes to 
Los Angeles, where it.is sorted in the 
Los Angeles postofftce 
and sent oast 
with the Los Angelos mail. A simple 
change asked is that tho Covina valley 
mail for the east be put on tho Pacific 
Electric arid sent to Pomona. This will 
save at least twenty-four hours in time 
Business rten are anxious to bring this 
change about. 


What is evgn more 
flagrantly 
stupid 
in mail direction is tho fact that Covina 
mail destined'for Pomona goes first to 
Los Angoles. Instoad of making a jour 
ney of twelve miles in an hour, it travels 
over seventy miles, using up twenty 
four hours. 


Tho routing of tho mail has not boon 
changed in this rospect sinco the days 
when Covina was not connected with 
Pomona by electric car service. 
Inter 
estod Covina valley people have boon 
assured by the postal department that 
changes will bo made that will give 
faster mail service to oastorn points.

church where S. J. Chapman is a prom­

member,

tragedy. 
Many Covina people are in 
attendance. It is expected that at least 
one hundred Covina people will attend 
during the sessions.

National Guard Mustered

and that in September about 150,000 of 
these men will go to Europe.

over Southern California on guard duty, 
will be ono of the first increment to be 
moved, as this roglment is Ustod in the 
first call contingent, having seen ser­ 
vice on the Mexican border last year, 
with constant drill service since last 
April at the California camps.

Another boy 
from Puente, William Malcom, son of 
Prof, and Mrs. William Malcom, is in 
Company I, of Pasadena. 


This regiment will go to the division­ 
al camp at Linda Vista, now in process 
Of construction, but will not be held 
thero long, according to yesterday's an­ 
nouncement at the war department. Tho 
border service regiments will be dlvis- 
ioned at the training camps and sent 
with dispatch to France, where they 
will enter the training camps with the 
Regular! under General Pershing.

EVERT HOUSEHOLD SHOULD CAN 
AND DRY SURPLUS FRUITS 
AND VEGETABLES. 


Every housewife this year should re­ 
store to her homo the often overlooked 
home industries of canning, preserving, 
pickling, 
and 
drying 
of 
perishable 
fruits or vegetables, The large number 
of new back-yard gardens Which have 
been planted this year shortly will be­ 
gin to yield 
their, extra harvest of 
beans, peas, carrots, beets, sweet corn, 
and tomatoes. 
The regular supplies al­ 
so will reach the markets and, as hap­ 
pens each summer, the local supply at 
times will exceed immediate consump­ 
tive capacity. 
Not to conserve much 
of this surplusage of valuable 
food 
•would be sinful waste 


The present food and labor situations 
arc such that no household is justified 
in looking to others to release it wholly 
from individual responsibility and con­ 
structive action in saving and conserv­ 
ing food. All any home should expect 
of others is to supply thoso foods which 
cannot be produced effectively by its 
own 
members. 
The railroads 
will 
be 
burdened 
with the transportation of 
staple foods and civil and military nec­ 
essities from 
localities of 
production 
and manufacture to districts incapable 
of supplying their own needs. It fol­ 
lows that all localjy produced 
foods, 
conserved by homo methods, lessen the 
winter pressure on transportation agen­ 
cies and also ro'leastj sittlilar products 
of factories for ofhor purposes, 


Every 
household, 
therefore, 
should 
can all surplus "Yiotrisliablc products for 
which they have containers and to dry 
and keep in paper any additional sur­ 
plus suitable for such preservation. 


Canning (Mills for no special skill and 
for 
little equipment 
beyond a wash 
boiler iind pars. Fresh products, clean­ 
liness, and beat are the chief require­ 
ments, as even sugar is not essential 
for canning fruits under modern pro­ 
cedure. 
Fruits and vegetables, more­ 
over, can bo dried scientifically in the 
sun, over a range or gas- stove, or bo- 
forc an electric fan. Homemade shal­ 
low trays of wood or heavy wire screon 
aro the chief requirement roquirod. Dry­ 
ing is a .time-tried home industry; con­ 
servation of food by drying is lnrgoly 
a matterjof restoring to the homo great- 
grandmother's mothod of Boeing that 
her family had good food in winter as 
a relief from a monotonous diet of root 
vegetables. Canning and drying can bo 
practised as cfllectivoly in a city house 
or apartment as on a fnrm or in a su­ 
burban dwelling.—Azusn Pomotrbpic.

After a period of failing health, but 
which did not altogether confine her 
to her home here, Mrs. J. G. Morgan, 
widow of the Rev. J. O. Morgan, and

cipal of the Covina schools, died last 
Saturday at her home on Center street. 


Death came somewhat suddenly at 
the last. She complained in the morn­ 
ing to hor daughter, Mrs. Minnie Noyes, 
of feeding ill. She died very short 
ly afterward. 
The funeral was held 
on Tuesday morning at ten o'clock at 
the parlors of Undertaker W. Q. Cus 
ter. 
A large number of friends, in 
eluding many from the Methodist Epis 
copal church, of which she had been a 
lifelong member, where present to con 
vey a last tribute to a woman who had 
labored steadily through all her years 
for tho Christian 'betterment of all 
people with whom she came in contact.

J. O. Morgan at White Lako, Michigan, 
Octobor 4, 1800, whose eyes sho closed 
at Plymouth, Michigan, April 5, 1901. 
She died at Covina, California, July 21, 
1917, at the age of 78 years, 7 months 
and '9 days.
